SENATOR SMITH’S DOUBTFUL 
VICTORY. 


Not much satisfaction is felt by demo­ 
crats generally over the election of Senator 
Smith of South Carolina to the chairman­ 
ship of the interstate commerce committee 
of the United States senate.

The number of rail 
collisions is 
small 
now*, 
in 
railroading 
steadily grows less. 
An important advance in railroad safety 
seems to have been made by the Rock Is­ 
land railroad. 
This big system has install­ 
ed on its lines, from Chicago to Rock Island, 
a new safety device which will stop auto­ 
matically a speeding train against which a 
block has been set, even though the engi­ 
neer may not be in the cab. 
Railroad ex­ 
perts claim that this Regan device makes 
the operation of trains IOO per cent safe 
from collisions. 
Progress toward safety in transportation 
is an evolution to be welcomed. 
Railroad­ 
ing, once quite 
hazardous 
both for em­ 
ployes and for those who travel by rail, has 
been 
rendered so safe that loss of life is 
much smaller than formerly, even though 
the number of persons employed in rail­ 
roading and the number of passengers car­ 
ried show enormous increase.

The result was that for a 
whole year they met with the church, 
and taught large numbers of people, 
and it was at Antioch that the dis­ 
ciples first came to be known as 
Christians. 
About that time some prophets 
from Jerusalem came down to An­ 
tioch, and one of them named Aga- 
bus got up and under the influence 
of the Spirit revealed the fact that 
there was going to be a great famine 
all over the world. 
This was the 
famine that occurred in the region 
of Claudius.' The 
disciples 
deter­ 
mined to make up a contribution, 
each according to his ability, and 
send it to the brothers who lived in 
Judea, antf this they did, send it to 
the elders by Barnabas and Saul. 
About that time King Herod laid 
violent hands upon some who be­ 
longed to the church. He had John’s 
brother, James, beheaded, and when 
he saw that this gratified the Jews, 
he proceeded to arrest Peter too. at 
the time of the festival of unleaven­ 
ed Bread. He had him seized and put 
in jail, with four squads of soldiers 
to guard him, meaning after 
the

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THE BOK CONTEST’S USEFULNESS. 
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THE TWO TAX PLANS. 


Comparing the two tax programs, that 
of Secretary Mellon and that prepared by 
the democrats, the Baltimore Sun says that 
“the test between the two plans comes on 
the question of the surtax rate.” 
Mr. Mel­ 
lon proposes a 25 per cent maximum; the 
democratic national committee proposes a 
44 per cent maxiumum, the latter being 6 
per cent less than the present 50 per cent 
rate which is steadily yielding less and less 
revenue. 
The Baltimore Sun, says that it 
prefers Mr. Mellon’s “estimate that 25 per 
cent is the best 
surtax 
maximum to the 
democratic guess that it need only be low- 
ered to 44 per cent.” But, it adds, “all the 
same, we should like to know more of the 
basis of Mr. Mellon’s etimate.” 
This is likely to represent pretty accur­ 
ately the feeling of the rank and file of the 
democrats— though 
one 
should add that 
most of them will feel also that it is obliga­ 
tory upon the framers of the 
democratic 
plan to show that a surtax running up to 
44 per cent is sound. 
In other words, the 
people want more light from Mr. Mellon on 
his reasons for believing that a 25 per cent 
surtax is as high as we should go; and at 
the same time they want more light from 
the democratic tax revisers on their reasons 
for believing that a 44 per 
cent surtax 
would not only bring in a maximum reve­ 
nue but would also stop scaring away from 
industry the great sums which 
are now 
scared away from it because the present 
tax is too high. 
The surtax question is the crux of the 
problem. 
But it seems to us that newspa­ 
pers like the New York Times make a mis­ 
take when they assume that the superiority 
of the Mellon plan in this respect is so over­ 
whelming and so obvious that it is an im­ 
pertinence even to suggest a thorough dis­ 
cussion of the matter— the sort of discus­ 
sion that the public can understand. Only 
a few members of the public are tax ex­ 
perts. 
The great majority of us need to 
have these matters explained in consider­ 
able detail. 
And 
it should 
be borne in 
mind that the much sharper reductions on 
small incomes proposed by the democratic 
plan will undoubtedly appeal strongly ta 
the public. 
It will be a grave mistake to try, as some 
newspapers are trying, to force the adop­ 
tion of the Mellon 
plan 
by bully-ragging 
methods or by crying out that every sug­ 
gested amendment is politics pure and sim­ 
ple. 
What the public seeks is light and un­ 
derstanding. Give it light and understand­ 
ing, and if the Mellon plan is the better, the 
rank and file of the democrats will support 
the Mellon plan.

POINCARE WON OUT. 


There never has been much reason for 
believing the statements made from time to 
time by a few French and by a larger num­ 
ber of British writers that the French peo­ 
ple were really not in sympathy with the 
policy of the French government towards 
Germany. 
There is less reason than ever 
for believing these statements now. In the 
elections of senators recently the Poincare 
government held its own all along the line 
and Premier Poincare himself won in his 
department of the Meuse by 794 out of a 
total of 810 delegate votes. 
This may not be conclusive, since there 
is no popular vote in these elections, but it 
is certainly indicative.

Edward Bok is being denounced savage­ 
ly in certain quarters for having, as his ac­ 
cusers allege, put over a shrewd pifece of 
propaganda in behalf of the league of na­ 
tions under the guise 
of a contest to dis­ 
cover the best means of promoting interna­ 
tional peace. 
Mr. Bok and his friends deny 
the accusition with both 
force 
and elo­ 
quence. 
This wrangle is, after all, of little impor­ 
tance. 
What is important is that, no mat­ 
ter what subsidiary motive may have been 
in Mr. Bok’s mind, his main motive and the 
main motive of those who acted as jury in 
the contest and of those 
who 
submitted 
plans was to forward the cause of peace. 
At a time when there was a danger of al­ 
lowing peace talk to drift into futile gen­ 
eralities, Mr. Bok’s imagination and gen­ 
erosity brought us all back to deal with ac­ 
tually. He set every one talking again, not 
merely of peace as an abstract perfection to 
be desired, but as a practical state to be 
achieved through thought and effort. 
More than a score of thousands of plans 
were submitted to the Bok jury. They rep­ 
resented the thought and will of far more 
than that many persons. Some of the plans 
were concededly the result of the coopera­ 
tion of many minds. None of the plans rep­ 
resented a mind living in a social vacuum. 
It is impossible to imagine 
that 
any one 
sent in a plan who had not discussed its 
substance with “the neighbors,” whether 
the neighbors were men of big business or 
college professors or the average citizens 
who bear the greatest part of war’s burden. 
To have mobilized all this thought in the 
cause of peace is a great achievement. 
It 
is not unfair to say that the particular plan 
which has been awarded the prize is not, 
practically speaking, of great moment. But 
interest in it keeps before the public the 
fact that peace 
will 
not 
come 
merely 
through desiring it, nor will it come easily. 
.

Now’ as evidence th a t he has raised 
him from the dead, never again to 
return to decay, he said this: “I will 
fulfil to him my sacred prom ises to 
David.” F or in another psalm he 
says, “ You will not let your Holy 
One undergo decay.” Now David, aft­ 
er serving God’s purpose in his own 
generation, fell asleep and was laid 
among his forefathers and did under­ 
go deca.% but he whom God raised to 
life did not undergo it. 
You must 
understand therefore, my 
brothers, 
that through him the forgiveness of 
your sins is announced to you, and 
that through union with him every­ 
one who believes is cleared of every 
charge of which the Law’ of Moses 
could not clear you. Take care, there 
fore, th a t w hat is said in the prophets 
does not prove title of you: 
“Look, you scoffers! Then wonder 
and begone! 
For I am doing something in your 
times. 
W hich you will never believe even 
when it is related to you!” 
As they were going out, the people 
begged to have all this said to them 
again on the following Sabbath, and 
after the congregation had broken up, 
many of the Jews and the devout 
converts to Judaism went away with 
Paul and Barnabas, and the talked 
with them, and urged them to rely 
on the favor of God. 
The next Sabbath alm ost all the 
town gathered to hear God’s m es­ 
sage. 
But when the Jews saw’ the 
crowd, they were very Jealous, and 
tkey contradicted w hat Paul said and 
abused him. 
Then Paul and B arn­ 
abas spoke out plainly, and said, 
“God’s m essage had to be told to 
you first, but since you thrust it 
off and judge yourselves unw orthy 
of eternal life, we now turn to the 
heathen.

“I have made you a light for the 
heathen. 
To be means of salvation to the 
very ends of the e a rth !” 
When the heathen heard this they 
were delighted, and praised God’s 
message, and all who were destined 
for eternal life believed, 
and

Lord’s m essage spread all over the 
country. 
But the Jew s stirred up 
the well-to-do religious women and 
the leading men of the town, and 
they started a persecution against 
Paul and Barnabas, and drove them 
out of their district. 
They shook 
off the dust from their feet In pro­ 
test, and w ent to Iconium. 
But the 
disciples continued to be full of joy 
and of the holy Spirit. 
At Iconium in the sam e way, they 
w ent to the Jew ish synagogue and 
spoke with such power th a t a great 
number of both Jew’s and Greeks be­ 
lieved. 
But the Jew s who refused 
their message stirred up the heath­ 
en and poisoned their minds against 
the brothers. 
They spent some time 
there, speaking fearlessly and relying 
upon the Lord, who bore witness to 
his gracious message by letting signs 
and wonders be done by them. 
But 
the people of the towm were divided, 
some siding w ith the Jew s and some 
with the apostles.

was a movement on the p art of both 
the heathen and the Jew s with the 
authorities to insult and stone them , 
and they became aw are of it, they 
made their escape to the Lycaonian 
towns of L ystra and Derbe and the 
country around, and there they w’ent 
on preaching the good news.

INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR TOP­ 
IC— Moses, the Liberator. 
YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT TOP­ 
IC—Moses and the Deliverance From 
Egyptian Bondage. 


After Joseph was dead, there was a 
change of dynasty (Exod. 1:8). 
The 
new king, noting the rapid increase of 
the Israelites, counseled the exercise of 
prudence lest when war broke out they 
join the enemy and fight against the 
Egyptians. 
One of the method* to 
curtail this Increase was to enslave 
the people. 
Falling In that, an edict 
was Issued that every male child 
should be drowned. While the oppres­ 
sion of God’s people was heading ap, 
God was providing a deliverer. Moses, 
that deliverer, w as first trained at his 
mother’s knee, then at Pharaoh’s court 
and finally under God s immediate hand 
in the desert. 
I. The Lord Spoke to Moses From 
the Burning Bush (Exod. 3:1-6). 
It w’as while keeping the flock of his 
father-in-law in the desert that the 
Lord appeared to Moses in the vision 
of the burning bush. 
This bush, en­ 
veloped In flames, yet unconsumed, 
symbolized the people of God en­ 
swathed in the very fire of God, or 
God dwelling in the midst of an elect 
people. 
Moses stepped aside to be­ 
hold this strange sight and was taught 
the essential lesson of the proper ap­ 
proach to God. 
The Lord did not 
leave him long in suspense. 
He told 
him he was the God of his fathers, the 
Covenant God. As soon as he knew’ it 
wfas God speaking to him, he hid his 
face. 
II. 
Moses Commissioned as the De­ 
liverer of His People (Exod. 3:7-10). 
1. God s Active Interest in His Peo­ 
ple (v. 7). 
In the preamble of this 
commission, God said to Moses, (I) 
•‘I have seen the affliction of my peo­ 
ple” ; (2) “I have heard their cry” ; 
(3) “I know’ their sorrow.” 
2. God’s Gracious Obligation to His 
Foople (vv. 8, 0). (I) To deliver them 
out of the hand of the Egyptians. 
(2) 
To bring them up out of the land. (3) 
To bring them into a “good land and a 
large.” 
3. 
God's Commission to Moses (v. 
IO). “Come now’ therefore, and I will 
send thee unto Pharaoh that thou 
mayest bring forth my people, the 
children of Israel, out of Egypt.” This 
call seems to have been a great sur­ 
prise to Moses. 
At any rate, he real­ 
ized his unfitness to undertake such a 
task.

Patiently 
Heard 
and 
Removed 
(Exod. 3:11; 
4:10). 
1. 
Personal Unfitness (v. ll). 
He 
realized his insufficiency for this task. 
Moses did not refuse to go, but pled 
his difficulty before the Lord. 
God 
answered this difficulty by assuring , 
him that He would be with him. The i 
token of His presence would be His 
worship with the people of Israel on 
this mountain. 
2. 
Tile Difficulty of the People to 
Understand 
Moses’ 
Relationship 
to 
God (vv. 13, 14). Moses knew how un­ 
willing they were to acknowledge him 
as their deliverer 40 years before. 
Since God reveals Himself under a new 
name as He assumes a new relationship 
to His people, Moses inquired as to ! 
what that new relationship w’ould be, 
and His corresponding name. 
The 
Lord promptly met this difficulty re­ 
vealing to him a name different in 
many respects from all others previ- !* 
ously given. 
This new name is, “I | 
Am.” This name is from the Hebrew 
word, “to be.” 
It indicates (I) God s 
self-existence—the One whose very na­ 
ture it Is to be—the cause .of all be­ 
ing. 
(2) His self-sufficiency. He said, 
“I Am That I Am.” 
Since God Is the 
unique One, He could not go outside 
of Himself to explain Himself; (3) 
His unchangeableness. 
What He ah j 
ways was and is, He evermore shall be. 
3. Unbelief on the Part of the Peo­ 
ple (Exod. 4 :1). This difficulty the Lord 
met by supplying him with credentials 
which could not be gainsaid. 
He was j 
given the power to perform supernat­ 
ural wonders (Exod. 4:2). 
4. Lack of Eloquence (Exod. 4:10). 
This difficulty the Lord met by pro- | 
vlding an assistant in the person of his 
brother Aaron. Moses was to be In the 
place of God to Pharaoh and Aaron 
was to be his prophet (Exod.

A dish of cereal, with top milk 
or thin cream, following a dish of 
prunes or a sweet orange, then a 
dish of cakes a cup of coffee for the 
grownups aud a glass of milk for 
the children. 
Whole wheat right from the farm, 
If carefully washed and cooked a 
long time to bring out the flavor, is 
an Ideal breakfast dish. 
It may be

Add enough sour

the soda and sour milk will spoil 
the flavor If allowed to stand over. 
A bit of sausage or bacon, or a 
thin slice of ham is always an ac­ 
ceptable breakfast meat, and is es­ 
pecially good with griddle cakes.
